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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the rejections set forth in the Office Action mailed September 6, 
2006, is respectfully requested. Claim 54 has been canceled without prejudice. Claim 19 has 
been amended to include the subject matter of allowable claim 54. Claim 55 has been amended 
to correct the dependency. Therefore, no new matter has been added with these amendments. 
Claims 19 and 55-60 remain pending in this case. 

Art Rejections 

Claims 19, 56, and 58 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly anticipated by 
Tadlock (U.S. Patent Publication No. 2004/0249429 Al). Claims 57 and 59-60 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly unpatentable over Tadlock. 

Applicant has amended claim 19 to require the steps of "measuring cerebral blood flow" 
and "measuring cerebral blood flow after the step of operating the electrical stimulating device." 
These limitations were previously recited in dependent claim 54, which was indicated as 
allowable in the previous office action. Tadlock does not teach or suggest all of the limitations 
of currently amended claim 19. Claims 55-60 depend from claim 19 and are patentably distinct 
for the same reasons. Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejections and 
reconsideration of the claims as amended. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant respectfully thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 54-55 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form, including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. As stated previously, Applicant has amended claim 19 to include the 
limitations of former dependent claim 54.
